AN amateur dramatics society 
says it faces financial collapse 
after 80 years, due to dwindling 
audiences and soaring costs. 

Now the group, which has 
been staging musicals since the 
1920s, says unless support for 
its efforts picks up in the com¬ 
ing weeks its next show may 
prove to be its last. 

LAMPS - Local Amateur Mu¬ 
sical Players - has performed 
its shows at Southborough’s 
Royal Victoria Hall. 

But it says poor audience 
turnout over the last 18 
months - which it blames on 
the impact of the economic 
strain - could force it to fold. 

Lelia Di Domenico, from the 
Tonbridge-based society, said: 
“We are in very real danger 


of financial ruin. If local sup¬ 
port for our productions doesn’t 
pick up, sadly we will not 
have the funds to produce any 
more shows. 

“We received fantastic re¬ 
views for our last two shows 
but despite the quality being 
so high the society still failed 
to fill all the seats in the thea¬ 
tre and made a £5,000 loss on 
each show last year.” 

Now work is under way on 
Mel Brooks’ classic The Pro¬ 
ducers which takes place later 
this month. 

Adds Mrs Di Domenico: “If 
The Producers doesn’t pull in 
the crowds this half term then 
this may be the last time we see 
LAMPS lit up and the 80-year- 
old society will have to close. 

“This will devastate our

Postcode lottery for 
treatment of people 
with eating disorders

A MAJOR review into the county’s eating disor¬ 
der support is under way after health chiefs ad¬ 
mitted the current service was “inadequate”. 

In a paper discussed by the Health Overview 
and Scrutiny committee at County Hall on Fri¬ 
day, NHS Kent and Medway outlined the work 
being carried out to ensure vulnerable people 
suffering from disorders such as anorexia and 
bulimia had the support they needed. 

The review was launched after specialist men¬ 
tal health commissioners in Kent and Medway 
admitted the service was “inadequate in both 
clinical and financial terms”. 

“There is a disparity across the county in 
terms of access to services, waiting lists and a 
disproportionate amount of funding spent on 
out-of-area placements,” said an NHS spokes¬ 
man. “Conducting a draft options appraisal has 
allowed the stakeholder steering group to focus 
on a more effective use of the resources in order 
to provide a quicker, more responsive service .” 

Specialist mental health commissioners in the 
county said they needed to identify a model of 
care that would enable timely access to support. 

“Improving access to high quality, responsive, 
community-based primary care specialist nurses 
is a key objective,” said the NHS spokesman. 

Currently there are four primary care spe¬ 
cialist nurses who offer early intervention on 


eating disorders for people aged 14 upwards in 
east Kent, Dartford and Medway, but there are 
no specialist nurses in Maidstone. This primary 
care liaison service has an overall capacity of 40 
patients. From January to December, 2010, the 
service saw almost 80 patients. 

Outpatient services are available in Maidstone 
for sufferers in west Kent and in various locations 
in east Kent, which saw just over 1,700 patients 
between April, 2010, and March, 2011. 

Maidstone is the only place in Kent to provide 
inpatient treatment; the Red House caters for 
just six people. For severe easting disorder cases, 
where inpatient provision is needed with inter¬ 
ventional feeding, patients are sent out of area to 
Cygnet and Maudsley hospitals in London. 

In 2010-11,15 patients were sent out of area, 
three due to lack of beds in Maidstone. 

Feedback from people with eating disorders, 
GPs, and NHS staff, found the main issues for pa¬ 
tients was the waiting times for treatment and 
the inequality in access to services across Kent. 

Patients said they felt primary care practition¬ 
ers needed more education into eating disorders 
to slow down the fast referral service and that 
more support was needed in the community. 

Feedback from the first part of the review 
found good progress had been made, but a com¬ 
mittee group is due to be set up between KCC and 
Medway council’s Health Overview and Scrutiny 
committees to consider options for an improved 
county wide service.

The UK has the highest rate of eating disorders 
in Europe. These include anorexia and bulimia. 

National eating disorder organisation Ano¬ 
rexia and Bulimia Care (ABC) said recent figures 
suggested that one in 100 women has a clini¬ 
cally diagnosed eating disorder. 

The charity said nationally the number of cas¬ 
es of people under 18 being admitted to hospital 
in the past four years had increased by almost 10 
per cent. Figures included almost 450 children 
aged under 10.

A PAIR of porkers brought to a 
wildlife centre to replace the 
famous Tamworth Two have been 
named after the Hairy Bikers. 

The woolly-coated Mangalitza 
pigs at the Rare Breeds Centre in 
Woodchurch, near Ashford, have 
been named Si and Dave after the 
famous bearded TV cooks. 

The names were chosen by 
Emily Hoare from Brighton, who 
won a competition to find names 
for the animals. 

Si and Dave are actually a sow 
and boar who have produced 
five piglets, but the names were 
thought ideal by users of the 
Canterbury Oast Trust, the charity 
which runs the centre and cares for 
people with learning disabilities.

Farm manager Davy McColm 
said: "Si and Dave will be moving 
into their new sty shortly. Tam¬ 
worth Towers was formerly the 
home of Butch and Sundance. 

"It was one large apartment with 
a field attached. 

“ We are turning it into a home 
suitable for the whole family - Si, 
Dave and their five piglets. 

"We are thinking of calling their 


new home Mangalitza Manor." 

The Tamworth Two hit the 
headlines when they escaped 
while being unloaded from a 
lorry at an abattoir in Malmesbury, 
Wiltshire in January, 1998. 

The pigs, later named Butch 
and Sundance after Butch Cassidy 
and the Sundance Kid, were on 
the run for more than a week, and 
the search for them caused a huge 
media sensation. 


After they were captured they 
lived at the Rare Breeds Centre. 
Butch was put to sleep aged 13 on 
October 8, 2010, after becoming 
seriously ill. 

Sundance, aged 14, suffering 
from arthritis, and “much quieter" 
after his sister's death, was put 
down on May 23, 2011.

Cross-Channel crime 

KENT Police have signed a co-operation agree¬ 
ment with their French counterparts in a bid to 
crack down on cross-Channel terror plots, drug 
smuggling, and people trafficking.

Officers target counter-terrorism, drug supply, 
people trafficking and illegal immigration. 

^Thanksgiving for Dilley 

A THANKSGIVING service will take place at 
Worcester Cathedral to celebrate the life of 
Graham Dilley. 

The former Kent and England Ashes hero died 
aged 52 on October 5 from cancer. His funeral 
will be a family ceremony, with the cathedral 
service on November 9 the chance for family, 
friends, players and former cricket associates to 
pay their respects. 

Lap-dancing research 

A University of Kent academic is to spend a 
year looking at whether lap-dancing clubs make 
some people feel unsafe in cities at night. 

The research will help council licensing 
officers and community safety groups make 
decisions on the suitability of the clubs. 

Professor Phil Hubbard said: "No-one has 
explored the impact lap dancing clubs have on 
the nightlife of British cities."

Council defends jobs 
figures as thousands 
are ‘moved not axed'

COUNTY Hall chiefs have issued a stinging re¬ 
buke to claims by union bosses that the author¬ 
ity had seen the highest number of job losses 
across all English councils. 

Cabinet member for business, strategy, per¬ 
formance and health reform at Kent County 
Council, Cllr Roger Gough, said figures published 
by the GMB showing 3,107 cuts at KCC since the 
general election were “inaccurate”. 

He said the union had failed to take into ac¬ 
count the number of school staff who were 
moved from KCC to academy employment when 
schools chose to convert to independent status 
and out of local education authority control. 

“Let’s get the facts right, the figures published 
by the GMB on KCC job losses are inaccurate and 
without context,” said Cllr Gough. 

“The actual total number of staff in schools 
reduced by 3,147 for the year April, 2010, to 
April, 2011. The majority of this number -2,202 
members of staff - is almost entirely as a result of 
some schools in Kent moving to academy status 
and therefore no longer part of the council. ” 

Cllr Gough said so far 945 posts outside of 
schools had gone through retirement, job moves, 
not filling vacant posts, and job losses. 

“This also takes into account use of fewer cas¬ 


ual staff. This recognises that we have to make 
savings in difficult financial times,” he said. 

Earlier this week, the GMB union released 
figures from the Local Government Association 
(LGA) which suggested there had been 3,107 
job losses since the general election in May, 
2010, through not filling vacancies and natural 
wastage. 

The union claimed, based on LGA figures, 
there had been a 12 per cent drop in workforce. 

Despite KCC stating that the majority of the 
losses’ related to school staff transferring to 
academies, the union said the situation was still 
a concern. 

National secretary, Brian Strutton, said: 
“Council workers and their families are paying 
a terrible price for the Government’s austerity 
drive. These job losses are on top of two years of 
pay freezes and cuts to conditions and pensions. 

“Care workers, refuse collectors, street clean¬ 
ers, social workers and all the essential frontline 
council staff are bearing the brunt while those at 
the top wring their hands and look on. 

“How much more are people expected to take 
before someone admits the economy is on its 
knees and we should be supporting working peo¬ 
ple not sacrificing them? 

“Many of the job losses have come from not 
filling vacancies that would have gone to the al¬ 
most one million young people out of work. ”

Boris calls for suspension of toll 
charges during Olympic Games

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson has de¬ 
manded the Government either delay 
the proposed Dartford toll hike or scrap 
charges during the Olympic Games. 

He stressed the planned rise from 
£1.50 to £2.50 next spring would 
discourage drivers from using the 
tunnel, instead moving congestion to 
other parts of the county and the 
Blackwall Tunnel. 

“During the Olympic Games we are 
going to need businesses and London¬ 
ers to consider alternative ways of 
working or travelling,” he said, “and 
heading for the Dartford Crossing will 


become a major consideration for 
drivers in the east of the city. 

“That is why I have asked the 
Government to give serious thought 
to delaying their proposed increase or 
even better suspending the charge to 
use the crossing during the Olympics.” 

In a letter to ministers, the mayor 
said he welcomed proposals to sus¬ 
pend charging when long queues built 
up, but suggested the plan be amend¬ 
ed so the suspension was triggered at 
a shorter length queue. He also backed 
another Thames crossing. 

Mr Johnson’s comments followed a 
petition by a group of Kent Tory MPs 
fiercely opposing the proposed in¬ 
crease in toll charges. Led by Dartford 


MP Gareth Johnson, the 11 MPs, 
including Chatham and Aylesford’s 
Tracey Crouch, Gravesham’s Adam 
Holloway, and Gillingham and Rain- 
ham’s Rehman Chishti, outlined their 
opposition in a letter submitted to the 
Department for Transport. 

Mr Johnson said: “All the MPs that 
signed this letter had similar concerns 
regarding the current proposals for 
the Dartford Crossing. We all realise 
the impact the charges have on our 
constituents, local businesses and the 
surrounding area.” 

The borough’s Labour Party sub¬ 
mitted a petition to Mr Johnson with 
hundreds of signatures from the 
public opposing the toll hikes. 


Labour shadow leader at Dartford 
council Geoff Prout said: “We should 
instead be looking at practical ways of 
tackling queueing, pollution and con¬ 
gestion at the crossing by using the 
best available collection technology to 
scrap toll booths. Pressure on Dartford 
also needs to be relieved through a firm 
commitment to a second crossing.” 

Plans for a Third Thames Crossing 
from Gravesham to Chadwell in Essex 
have been put forward as a “preferred 
option” by Kent County Council, but 
have sparked strong opposition from 
Gravesham council, which claimed it 
would destroy greenbelt land. 

An automatic number plate recog¬ 
nition device is due to be introduced

Roadside car salesman fined £300 


ILLEGAL kerbside car traders have been hit with 
£100 fines as Gravesham Borough Council gets 
tough in a bid to remove the trade from 
the streets. 

Under recently-adopted Legislation, it is an 
offence to sell two cars or more on the same 
stretch of public road. 

So now the council is cracking down. 

Three £100 fines were issued to one trader, 
James Maginn of Queen's Road, Gravesend, 
who was selling cars in Rochester Road and 
now the council is concentrating on other known 
hotspots where car trading is going on. 


The fines are reduced to £60 if paid within 
seven days. However, unpaid fines can result in 
a prosecution in the magistrates' court with a 
£2,500 fine for each offence. 

Cabinet member for community and the 
environment, Andrea Webb, said: “We are deter¬ 
mined to clamp down on this sort of illegal car 
sales which can be annoying and dangerous. 

"Our enforcement officers have an important 
role to play in this to make the borough a safer 
and cleaner place to Live. We would urge people 
to contact us if they see anyone selling cars ille¬ 
gally or any other illegal actions Like flytipping."

MP will tackle big issues of funding and skills

KEY issues affecting the economy of the 
county are set to be addressed at the 
upcoming Business Week Live event by 
Gordon Marsden, the shadow minister 
for further education, skills and region¬ 
al growth. 

Mr Marsden, Labour MP for Blackpool 
South, has been looking into the issues 
faced by seaside towns - of particular rel¬ 
evance for the exhibition and conference 
which takes place at Dover Exhibition 
Centre on Wednesday, October 26. 

He said he will also be addressing key 
issues affecting the county - such as 
bank lending policy for small and medi¬ 
um enterprises (SMEs), and the impact 
of the loss of jobs at Pfizer. 

“One of my responsibilities as a shad¬ 
ow minister is skills, and that is a sub¬ 
ject I shall look at,” he said. “Tourism is 


a key issue and in the last Government 
I worked on the Sea Change initiative 
which has been well received in Dover. 

“There is the whole issue of growth 
across the south east of England as well. 
There is a misconception the South East 
is prosperous and does not need a leg- 
up, but when you look at the statistics 
for places such as the Medway Towns, 
this is quite clearly not the case. 

“Here, again, we are coming back to 
the issues which affect seaside towns. 

“SMEs are a vital part of the econo¬ 
my and responsible for much potential 
growth. The issue of access to finance 
for such businesses is important. 

“There is a current mantra about get¬ 
ting banks to do lending but in my neck 


of the woods it’s not really happening. 

“There are some new sources for 
funding outside of London, but I feel 
these could be administered on a more 
local level. Some of the banks do not 
have a proper depth of local expertise. 

“One of the things I am currently 
looking at is new funding sources.” 

Mr Marsden praised the extension 
of the high-speed rail link to Deal and 
Sandwich. “I want to talk about the im¬ 
pact of the job losses at Pfizer, as well,” 
he said. “That is a very serious issue 
- not just the job losses, but the loss to 
the local economy in other ways.”

£5m bus station is first stop 
in regeneration of Medway

COUNCIL chiefs have hailed the 
opening of the new Chatham 
waterfront bus station as a sig¬ 
nificant step towards regener¬ 
ating the whole of Medway. 

The £5 million government- 
funded structure will act as the 
central hub for bus journeys in 
and around the towns, with 
some 117 destinations covered. 

Medway Council leader Rod¬ 
ney Chambers said Monday’s 
official opening of the station 
marked the beginning of a 
bright future for the region. 

He said: “The new Medway 
bus station will act as a wel¬ 
coming drop-off point for all 
people travelling into the area 
and as an easy to use hub for all 
residents catching public trans¬ 
port locally. 

“It is no secret the old station 
was out of date, unwelcoming 
and - to be honest - was not a 
nice first impression for those 
arriving in Medway. 

“This is a key part of the re¬ 
generation of Chatham town 


centre. It opens up the water¬ 
front and helps with our aim of 
ensuring the area remains an 
important shopping destination 
for people across the region. 

“We understand this regen¬ 
eration work has taken time, 
but we really think it will help 
in our work to transform 
Chatham town centre. 

“I would like to thank the 
public for being so understand¬

The new station, which will 


be served by Arriva and four 
other bus operators, is one of 
a series of public transport im¬ 
provements in the area.

Last month the council came 
under fire after it was revealed 
£300,000 of taxpayers’ money 
would have to be spent 
paying off Arriva’s lease at the 
Pentagon.

Violet is a beautiful find

A RARE mushroom, which 
many fear could soon become 
extinct, has been found flour¬ 
ishing in a nature reserve near 
Tunbridge Wells. 

The violet webcap was spot¬ 
ted at the RSPB Broadwater 
Warren between the town and 
Crowborough. 

Volunteer Alan Loweth, 
said: “We were walking 

around the reserve and came 
across a beautiful fungus. 
When we checked with our 
fungi expert he told me that it 
is a violet webcap (cortinarius 
violaceus) that is red-listed as 
‘near threatened’. 

“It grows in deciduous and 
mixed woods on acid soils and 
there are just 142 records from 
the British Isles on the main UK 
fungi database.” 

As well as this rare speci¬ 
men, Broadwater Warren has 
may other types of fungi such 
as the green elf cup, which 
colours pieces of rotten wood 
a bright blue-green. And at 
nearby Tudeley Woods, more 
than 1,000 species of fungi

have been recorded. 

Fungi are hugely diverse, 
living on, in, and around the 
plants and animals that pro¬ 
vide their sustenance. 

They provide a vital service 
by decomposing dead matter, 
returning the nutrients from 


fallen leaves and twigs to the 
soil where it can be taken up 
again by plants. Others form 
partnerships with plants, tak¬ 
ing sugars from the plant and 
passing it nutrients in return. 
Some plants cannot survive 
without their fungal partner.

ONE of the country’s rarest spe¬ 
cies is making its home within 
Hargate Forest near Tunbridge 
Wells, thanks to conservation 
work by landowner the Wood¬ 
land Trust. 

The charity has recently in¬ 
stalled 50 dormice boxes with¬ 
in the 150 acre wood, 10 of 
which have so far been found 
to contain evidence of nests, 
with seven dormice confirmed 
to live there. 

The trust is continuing to 
monitor the boxes in Hargate, 
one of several woods across the 
South East in which dormice 
numbers are being recorded as 
part of the National Dormouse 
Monitoring Programme run by 
the People’s Trust for Endan¬ 
gered Species. 

Site manager and dormouse 
specialist Sandy Williamson 
said: “It’s fantastic news to see 
such widespread evidence of 
dormice in Hargate so soon. 
Hargate doesn’t provide the 
textbook habitat people think 
dormice need, but any wood¬ 
land that has a good canopy 
cover, bramble and insects can 
provide a home for them.” 

One of the trust’s main aims 
is woodland creation, the char¬ 
ity’s Jubilee Woods project is 
marking the diamond jubilee 
by planting six million trees 


and the charity as a whole 
is looking to double native 
woodland cover across the UK. 
Providing habitats for a wide 
range of wildlife is one of the 
main benefits. 

Added the expert: “Dormice 
will ‘travel’ between woods if 
they are connected with what 
we know as wildlife corridors, 
such as good hedge networks. 
In woods where we know we 


have dormouse populations we 
leave overhanging branches 
and pinch points to help them 
move across. 

“Dormice don’t just eat ha¬ 
zelnuts, they have quite a wide 
diet so need a range of food 
sources throughout the year. 
Our work with woodland ex¬ 
tension and new woodland 
creation helps increase their 
habitat.”

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Extinct short-haired 
bumblebees get return 
flight from Sweden

A SPECIES of bumblebee which 
became extinct in Britain more 
than 20 years ago is preparing 
for its return to Kent. 

The short-haired bumblebee 
was last recorded at Dungeness 
in 1988, and attempts to bring 
the bees back from New Zealand 
last year to reintroduce them in 
the UK proved unsuccessful. 

Their decline was due to ag¬ 
ricultural changes and the sub¬ 
sequent loss of flower-rich wild 
meadows. 

But a Natural England-funded 
project, supported by the RSPB, 
the Bumblebee Conservation 
Trust and Hymettus Ltd, is now 
preparing essential habitat for 
the return of the insect. 

Around 30 healthy queen 
bees will be brought over from 
Sweden for disease screening 
in spring next year.

Preparations have been made 
at the RSPB’s Dungeness reserve 
and farmland across Romney 
Marsh to create ideal conditions 
for the species to flourish. 

Project leader Dr Nikki Gam- 
mans said: “Thanks to focused 
conservation efforts in Kent 
and East Sussex we are starting 
to see some of our rarest species 


spreading locally,” she said. 

“To create the right condi¬ 
tions for the short-haired bum¬ 
blebees we have been working 
with farmers to encourage the 
pollen and nectar-rich wild 
flowers bumblebees rely on.” 

Bumblebees are essential in 
the pollination of plants and 
play an important part in the 
production of crops. 

England’s rarest bee, the 
shrill carder bee, has returned 
to Dungeness’s RSPB reserve 
after a 25-year absence, and 
the large garden bumblebee 
has come back after 10 years. 

The RSPB has been work¬ 
ing with farmers in the area to 
create wildflower-rich habitats 
ready for the reintroduction of 
the short-haired bumblebee. 

Dungeness reserve will be 
celebrating the bumblebee 
with a series of events in 2012.

Ex-top cop on a disaster 
zone mission of mercy

DURING his time with the Brit¬ 
ish Transport Police, retired 
Chief Superintendent David 
Hatcher faced the horrors of 
both the Paddington and Pot¬ 
ters Bar rail crashes. 

A total of 38 people were 
killed and hundreds more in¬ 
jured in the accidents, with the 
61-year-old Maidstone resi¬ 
dent one of the many emergen¬ 
cy services personnel on the 
ground helping to deal with 
scenes of utter devastation. 

But more than a decade after 
Paddington, Mr Hatcher con¬ 
tinues to put his people skills to 
good use by supporting disaster 
victims worldwide through the 
ShelterBox charity. 

“Fve always had a desire to 
help people affected by disas¬ 
ters and ShelterBox is a practi¬ 
cal way of doing that,” he said. 

“The major difference be¬ 
tween train crashes and inci¬ 
dents like the Haiti earthquake 
is that the majority of people in

crashes get their lives back in 
no time at all. It will take years 
for Haiti to recover, if it does.” 

Mr Hatcher has been to Haiti 
and the Philippines for Shel¬ 
terBox, and recently returned 
from a two-week charity mis¬ 
sion in the Brazilian city of Rio 
do Sul, which in April suffered 
severe flooding and landslides 
after receiving more than five 
times the usual rainfall. 

The former Kent Police of¬ 
ficer was part of a team helping 
displaced people by giving out 
survival packs containing a tent 
capable of withstanding a hur¬ 
ricane, thermal blankets, tools, 


colouring sets for children, 
cooking equipment, and more. 

“When you’re there, the 
majority of the time you’re 
just getting on with the job,” 
said Mr Hatcher. “It’s no good 
feeling sorry and miserable for 
people because you’re there 
to give them some hope, but 
when you’re not with them it’s 
emotional and I’ve shed tears 
on many an occasion. 

“Those we help are absolute¬ 
ly knocked out by the gesture 
and can’t conceive that some¬ 
one has donated money to help 
them. Just when they think 
their world has ended they are 
given new optimism, and you 
can’t describe their gratitude. 

“Sadly the demand often 
outstrips the supply and you 
have to prioritise who you give 
the boxes to. The hardest thing 
is to turn people away; it’s the 
worst decision anyone can pos¬ 
sibly be asked to make.”

World Cup ultimate goal for 
county’s top football flickers

KENT’S finest Subbuteo table 
football players head to the 
National League champion¬ 
ships this weekend knowing 
that a good performance could 
secure them a place in the Eng¬ 
land World Cup team. 

Flickers from the Kent Invic- 
ta team will be up against the 
cream of British Subbuteo 
talent as they battle it out for 
league glory and a shot in the 
international tournament. 

Subbuteo was originally 
invented and produced in Tun¬ 
bridge Wells in the 1940s, but 
has spread across the globe to 
such an extent that it has been 
officially named a sport rather 
than a game since 2010. 

At the height of its popularity 
during the 1970s, there were 
more than 300 replica teams 
available to play with, and it is 
believed that 90 per cent of 
boys in the UK owned a set. 

The current Kent set-up can 
boast some of Britai n ’s top 
players with the Invicta team

being home to the current top 
junior player, 10-year-old Coen 
Townsend, as well as the 
number one female player 
Maria Carmo. Also on-board is 
Miguel Pereira, who is consid¬ 
ered to be one of England’s top 
flickers and is currently in the 
world’s top 100 players. 

On one weekend every sea¬ 
son the premier players meet 
at the British Gas Energy Acad¬ 
emy in Leicester, and fight it 
out to see who is England’s fin¬ 
est finger footballer. 

This year, the usual format 
of a knockout tournament has 
been replaced by a series of 


leagues played over Saturday- 
and Sunday, October 15-16. 

Where players finish in those 
leagues determine who has 
qualified for the World Cup 
teams for men, women, veter¬ 
ans, youth and juniors. 

Coen Townsend has already 
gained some World Cup experi¬ 
ence at junior level after thrash¬ 
ing team Germany 10-0 at a 
recent international tourna¬ 
ment and is looking to progress 
to the youth level squad. 

Much like the real game, 
there is plenty of glamour with 
the table football teams as they 
head off to tournaments both 
in Europe and further afield. 

In fact the Kent Invicta team 
were represented at the Bolo¬ 
gna International Major in 
Italy just four months ago. 

At this year’s event, the top 
leagues receive sponsorship and 
every division winner gets a tro¬ 
phy. Promotion and relegation 
will apply ahead of next year 
tournament, so players can aim 
to advance through the leagues 
in time for the World Cups in 
2012 and 2014.

The first train service 
from Dover to France

SEVENTY-FIVE years ago this 
week, a new train ferry made 
its inaugural crossing from Do¬ 
ver to France, launching the 
only direct rail link from Brit¬ 
ain to the Continent. 

Surviving for 44 years, the 
Night Ferry, an internation¬ 
al sleeper train, was carried 
across the Channel on three 
specially designed vessels, pro¬ 
viding dignitaries, VIPs and 
even spies with plush journeys 
from London to Paris and later 
Brussels, while they slept. 

Reports also suggest that 
Adolf Hitler demanded the 
dock at Dunkirk remain intact 
during World War Two so he 
could travel to the UK on the 
Night Ferry. 

The fleet of blue-coloured 
sleeper cars, belonging to La 
Compagnie des Wagons-Lits 
- operator of the famous Orient 
Express - travelled from Lon¬ 
don Victoria to Dover where 
they were carried across the 
Channel to Dunkirk on special¬ 
ly built ferries before continu¬ 
ing on to Pairs. 

Each overnight train carried 
up to five and sometimes six 
sleeping cars. 

A special dock was con¬ 
structed at Dover to allow the 
ships to load and unload their 
cargo of railway vehicles at any 
time, regardless of the tide. 

When the train was loaded 
onto the ferry, the cars were 
split up equally to ensure the 
vessels maintained their bal¬ 
ance at sea. 

But in 1980, the pressure

of advances in overseas travel 
saw the final nail in the coffin 
for the luxurious Night Ferry. 

This year sees the 75th an¬ 
niversary of its launch and 
to mark the occasion, the 
International Railway Pres¬ 
ervation Society (IRPS) has 
published a book called Night 
Ferry 1936-1980. 

Illustrated with unpublished 
photographs and memorabilia, 
it will complete the story of 
the lavish mode of transport 
which catered for the rich and 
famous. 

Mike Collins, from the IRPS, 
said the organisation had 
searched for new accounts and 
never-before-seen pictures. 

“The significant part is that 
we have information from 
both England and France, and 
this book is being published in 
French and English,” he said. 

“We have accounts from peo¬ 
ple who travelled on the last run 
in 1980 and those who worked 
on the trains and ferries. The 
new train was in effect Britain’s 


only direct link with the Conti¬ 
nent and was to run until Octo¬ 
ber, 1980, apart from the years 
1939 until 1947 when World 
War Two brought the service to 
a temporary halt. ” 

The Night Ferry ran as usual 
on September 3, 1939, but the 
French sleeper cars and crews 
were returned to France and 
the service suspended. 

In 1947 the service resumed 
from Paris and then in both di¬ 
rections between France and 
the UK. In 1957, a through 
sleeping car from London to 
Brussels was added to the serv¬ 
ice and in 1967 a link to Basle, 
although this was withdrawn 
soon after. 

Just over a decade later, the 
Night Ferry, however, ceased 
altogether. 

Mr Collins said: “It stopped 
service in 1980. Other trans¬ 
port was developing; plans for 
the Channel Tunnel were mov¬ 
ing forward; and the age of the 
equipment was against it. ” 

The IRPS book is being 
launched at Dover Museum on 
October 19 and at the port of 
Dunkirk on October 21. 

DFDS Seaways, the current 
operator on the Dover to Dun¬ 
kirk route is supporting the 
event, and the IRPS would also 
like to reach members of the 
public in and around Dover 
associated with the ferry dock, 
train ferries and the Night Fer¬ 
ry train service.

Government’s poor bill of health 


Mike Eddy, a governor at health watchdog Kent LINk, fears proposals in the new 
Health and Social Care Bill will leave the health service with a bitter pill to swallow 


THE last 12 months have been 
a roller-coaster ride for health 
service professionals and for 
those of us who keep a watch¬ 
ing brief on the NHS. 

The Government published 
its Health and Social Care Bill 
soon after stitching the Coali¬ 
tion together. 

Its proposals bore no relation 
to anything either the Conserv¬ 
atives or the Lib-Dems had said 
on health before the election. 

Doctors and nurses attacked 
the first draft of the bill. Then 
the Government seemed to have 
a change of heart and set up a 
‘listening exercise’. That pro¬ 
duced some sensible changes 
and earlier this year I wrote in 
in this paper that the future of 
the NHS looked less worrying. 

Now it seems that whatever 
was heard through the listen¬ 
ing exercise has gone in one 
ear of Government and out the 
other. 

As I write, the House of Lords 
is debating the Health and Social 


Care Bill. Crossbench peers like 
Lord David Owen and Lib-Dem 
peers led by Baroness Shirley 
Wi ll iams have joined with La¬ 
bour peers to oppose the bill and 
to propose the establishment of a 
committee to examine the Gov¬ 
ernment’s proposals in detail. 
That will at least delay the 
progress of the bill, but it will not 
necessarily stop it. 

The bill, as currently framed, 
would remove the secretary of 
state for health’s power over 
the National Health Service - a 
return to the original form of 
the bill. In other words the NHS 
would no longer be a national 
body responsible to national 
politicians who can be judged 
on their performance at the 
ballot box. 

The Government claims it 
wants to see more local deci¬ 
sion making in the health sys¬ 
tem; and there is nothing 
wrong with that, indeed there’s 
a lot of good in it. 

But by removing the powers 


of the secretary of state there 
will be no-one to maintain a 
national overview of the 
system. Inspection powers 
will be transferred to the Care 
Quality Commission, though 
that body is already creaking 
under the weight of its existing 
responsibilities. 

Of course, we are dealing 
with a bill, not with an Act of 
Parliament, so it should be pos¬ 
sible to change things as the 
bill is subject to scrutiny in the 
Houses of Parliament. 

However, uniquely, other 
proposals in the bill are being 
put into action right now. 

The primary care trusts 
which used to work out what 
medical services were needed 
for their local area are being 
disbanded. 

The consortia of local GPs 
who are supposed to take over 
are being set up - before the bill 
becomes law. That is denial of 
Parliament’s rights. And more 
importantly, it is a denial of

everyone’s rights as voters. 

The Health and Social Care 
Bill does not reflect the policies 
of either of the parties that form 
the Government, and yet the 
proposals are being put into 
place before the bill has been 
passed, let alone before being 
signed into law by the Queen. 

Whatever happens this week 
in Parliament, our NHS is at 
risk of being broken up. Com¬ 
mentators in the media have 
compared what is happening 
in health to the privatisation of 
the railways. 

If the health service goes the 
same way, that’ll be good news 
for a handful of businessmen 
and their bankers and bad 
news for the rest of us.

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A blind eye to 
our black past 

THERE was a recent article in 
KoS (October 9), headlined 
‘Black history celebrations 
cultural focus’. 

It stated this ‘annual 
festival, which is held 
nationally, celebrates the 
diverse cultures and traditions 
that have made the UK the 
multicultural society it is’. It 
then went on to list some 
events in Medway - and only 
in Medway - which are all 
cultural. 

But this is supposed to be 
Black History Month. Africans 
do have a history, contrary to 
what most people believe. 

And not only in Africa, but 
here in the UK; our first 
written and archaeological 
records of Africans here, those 
of the African regiment which 
was part of the conquering 
Roman military. And 
Septimius Severus, the Roman 
emperor of north African 
origins, was buried here. 

A scrutiny of parish records, 
kept by the Church of England 
until the 1830s, records many 
baptisms, marriages and 


burials of Africans. Sadly, as 
far as I know, the only 
research on these records in 
Kent is that carried out by a 
volunteer on the records kept 
at Canterbury Cathedral. He 
found hundreds of entries, 
dating from the 16th century. 

A few years ago I asked the 
Canterbury Family History 
Society to attempt to follow up 
on some of these entries, but to 
this day they have not done so. 

That indicates to me the 
enormous reluctance of people 
in Kent to admit that Britain 
has been ‘multi-ethnic’ for 
centuries and that that they 
might have had an African or 
Asian ancestor. 

But many people must have, 
if for no other reason than that 
east Kent has many ports and 
up to 3 5 per cent of the crews 
of merchant vessels were from 
the colonies. 

They were discharged when 
the ship docked, so some 
might well have settled in the 
ports. And, of course, from the 
17th century it was very, 
very fashionable to have a 
black servant or two in your 
household, so how many of 
our great houses had such 
servants?

MP’s crossed 
line over tolls

INTERNATIONAL trade is a proven 
route to business growth and now is a 
key time for Kent businesses to take 
advantage of opportunities that exist in 
overseas markets.

So just what is credit easing?

IT’S a term that is new to most of us 
- while there can’t be many who can 
genuinely claim to knowprecisely what 
Chancellor George Osborne was pro¬ 
posing earlier this month when he an¬ 
nounced that his Government would 
be adopting a policy of ‘credit easing’ in 
a bid to steer the country away from a 
double-dip recession. 

The policy is intended to “inject 
money directly into the parts of the 
economy that need it, such as small 
businesses”, according to Osborne. 

In essence, it appears to be a more 
targeted version of quantitative 
easing, the process started in 2009 
by which the Bank of England 
credited its own account with 
money it had credited ex nihilo (out 
of nothing). 

It then used this money to buy 
financial assets such as government 
and corporate bonds from banks 
and other financial institutions. 

Those purchases were intended 
to give the institutions the reserves 
necessary to allow them to create 
new money by lending more. In 
theory, the increased money sup-

ply would stimulate the economy. It is 
a moot point as to whether it worked. 
A Bank of England report said the poli¬ 
cy had provided “significant” benefit to 
growth and helped GDP rise by up to 
2 per cent, but others say it is not pos¬ 
sible to credit that growth to quantita¬ 
tive easing. 

And now it, or something similar in 
the form of credit easing, is back. So is 
there any difference between the two 
concepts, or are they simply differing 
forms of jargon for the same principle? 

It depends how Osborne structures 
his policy, but the main difference is 
that this time round the Government 
will buy bonds issued by companies 
(corporate bonds) rather than govern¬ 
ment bonds. 

Such bonds tend to be issued by 
larger companies, but if SMEs - the 
intended beneficiaries - are to gain 
from credit easing, small-company 
loans and overdrafts could, for ex¬ 
ample, be repackaged as ‘securitisa¬ 
tions’, which would then be bought 
by the Government (through the Bank 
of England or, perhaps, a specially- 
created vehicle). 

Another important difference of the 
new policy is that it circumnavigates 
the involvement of the banks. 


The whole process - or potential 
process - is too complex to detail in its 
entirety here, but how might we ex¬ 
pect it to work? 

Phil Beavan, of High Growth Kent, 
who will be speaking at this month’s 
Business Week Live, said: “The answer 
is that we don’t exactly know - details 
will not be revealed until the Autumn 
Statement on November 29, and at 
present no one knows when it will be 
implemented - but it’s a pretty safe bet 
that we are a few months off. 

“What is obvious is that headlines 
regarding the Government ‘taking 
banks out of the loop and lending di¬ 
rectly to small businesses’ are, per¬ 
haps, a little over-zealous. 

“From what we have been able to 
glean thus far, the policy will involve 
the Government borrowing money to 
purchase bonds from companies and, 
yes, the Treasury is actually talking 
about developing a corporate-bond 
market for small and medium-sized 
businesses. 

“If that is the reality, then what we 
think of as SMEs will not be able to 
participate. The issuing of these bonds 
may well need to be assessed by the 
rating agencies and issuing of such 
securities will, by necessity, involve 


corporate finance advisers and associ¬ 
ated fees. 

“Perhaps in recognition of this, the 
Government has suggested that it may 
also purchase books of loan assets 
advanced by banks to smaller busi¬ 
nesses; in other words, allowing the 
banks to advance loans that they 
would not ordinarily allow which they 
can then package up and sell to the 
Government. 

“The theory is that the risk of these 
loans would then sit with the Govern¬ 
ment, not the bank. 

“The concern is that if the banks can 
pass the risk on to the Government, 
then they may not be as diligent in 
assessing credit risk as perhaps they 
could be... which is kind of what got us 
into this trouble in the first place. 

“It is, however, something of an ad¬ 
mission that the current structure for 
lending to SMEs is not working - some¬ 
thing that most SMEs are only too well 
aware of, just not something that our 
political masters seem hugely keen to 
admit. 

“So in short, it is a matter of watch 
this space: the scheme is not available 
yet and the details of when it will be 
available and what it will look like are 
almost two months off. ” 


Raising a glass to increased turnover 


BREWER Shepherd Neame has announced its 
turnover was up 5.2 per cent to £121.3 million in 
the 12 months to June 25 when compared with 
the previous year’s figure. 

Share values were also up and beer sales in¬ 
creased by 4 per cent against a UK-wide decline 
of 7.1 per cent. 

Brands performing particularly well include 
Spitfire, Bishops Finger and Asahi Super Dry. 

Figures for recent months are also 
encouraging, with beer volume up 6.9 per cent 
from June until mid-September. 

Chairman Miles Templeman said the 
Faversham company enjoyed a particularly 
strong second half of the year. 

He said: "This is another strong performance 
from Shepherd Neame as we have achieved 
record turnover and record beer volume. We 
have improved the offer in our pubs, enjoyed 
the benefits of recent capital investment in our 
estate, grown our beer sales and invested to 
develop our marketing capability. 

"However, the general economic and industry 
outlook remains challenging, with decline in 
consumer income and inflation in our cost base. 

"We will continue to pursue our long-term

strategy of investing fully in our brands and pubs 
so as to retain the strength and identity of the 
business. I have every confidence that we will 
continue to deliver value for shareholders with 
dividend growth and a strong balance sheet for 
future expansion." 

Unusual factors affecting sales included a 
decline due to the cold winter, but a boost came 
due to the royal wedding in April. 

Chief executive Jonathan Neame said: "This 
has been a good year in a very challenging 
consumer climate. Our beer volume, food and 


accommodation sales have outperformed the 
market and our brand and pub portfolios have 
become stronger. We are confident that 
investment in building our marketing team will 
deliver more effective consumer engagement in 
the future. 

"Our strategy is clear, consistent and focused 
on delivering long-term sustainable growth. 

Our balance sheet is strong, underlined by the 
recent pub-estate revaluation. Our cash flow 
from operating activities is sufficient both to pay 
down debt and be able to acquire new assets in 
the same year. 

"We employ people and enjoy partnerships 
with licensees, suppliers and customers who are 
highly committed to the success of Shepherd 
Neame. This support enables the company to 
perform at very high levels, as evidenced by the 
number of outstanding awards won this year. 

"However, the general economic and industry 
outlook remains challenging as we face the twin 
issues of decline in consumer incomes and 
inflation in our cost base.

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Government launches 
credit easing scheme 
for local businesses

BUSINESSES across the county have broadly welcomed news of a 
multi-billion pound programme designed to avoid a new credit crunch, 
announced by Chancellor George Osborne. 

The new mechanism of “credit easing” was unveiled at the 
Conservative Party conference amidst worries that bank lending could 
seize up again in the wake of fears over the Eurozone. 

Mr Osborne has put forward previously untried means to attempt to 
get the economy moving. 

Credit easing could see tens of billions of pounds made available to 
small and medium enterprises as they would be able to bypass the 
banks when it comes to loans. 

Andrew Alves, development manager of the Kent and Medway 
Federation of Small Businesses said: “The credit easing measure could 
be a significant development that would open up a new finance stream 
to viable businesses. 




“The FSB hope this scheme will be run through an arms-length 
organisation that has the procedures and processes already set up, such 
as UKFI (UK Financial Investments Ltd, a Government economic 
management body), so that it can be implemented as soon as possible. 

“With 30 per cent of businesses believing they missed their growth 
opportunity in the last year as a result of not getting finance from their 
bank, we look forward to working with government to ensure that it can 
benefit the very smallest of businesses that want to invest and grow.” 

The funding for credit easing will come from the Treasury, but details 
on how the scheme will operate are still at an early stage. It is most 
likely it would see small business loans being packaged together and 
guaranteed by the Government. 

These packaged securities could then be sold in the bond markets - 
similar to the corporate bond structure in place in the USA. 

Experts believe the Bank of England will be tasked with running the 
programme - which is in essence a way for the Treasury to inject credit 
more directly into small businesses, without relying on the banks. 

By circumventing the banks, it’s hoped that the rates of interest 
charged on loans will fall significantly, and better reflect the current 
rock-bottom Bank of England base rate. 

Mr Alves also added a note of caution to his optimism. 

“The Chancellor announced some welcome measures to help small 
businesses,” he said. 

“However, it is difficult to regard the Conservative Party as the party 
of small businesses only two days after it introduced a raft of new and 
costly employment regulations which will hinder small firms growth 
plans and burden them with yet more red tape. 

“The FSB also welcome steps to help inject money into small firms, 
but need to see more detail so look forward to working with the 
Government on this.”

The 
remaining length will automatically be a 30 mph speed 
limit by virtue of street lighting. The current B2007, 
which is called Main Road, will be de-classified. 

There is also a need to alter small lengths of the 
existing “At Any Time” Waiting Restrictions in Cullet 
Drive and Rushenden Road at the locations where they 
meet Thomsett Way.

It will run 
between the new roundabout at Neats Court, 
constructed as part of the A249 Swale Crossing scheme, 
and pass over the railway connecting to a new junction 
on Rushenden Road. An intermediate roundabout will 
serve Cullet Drive.

Michelle Shocked 


The wisdom 


of Sister Shocked 

Ed Hill talks to the political activist and 80s musical icon ahead of her tour 



M ichelle shocked 

has been an icon 
of the independent 
music scene since 
the 80s. The Texan 
singer-songwriter ’ s 
first success came in the UK after a 
tape of her singing around a festival 
campfire was released. 

She said: “At the time I was not 
pursuing a career in music at all. I 
was a squatter and activist, engaged 
in grass-roots politics. I had not even 
made a demo.” 

English producer Pete Lawrence 
had recorded the tapes on his 
Walkman in America and released 
them as The Texas Campfire Tapes. 
He brought Shocked to the UK to 
promote the album. It was a strange 
time for the young star catapulted 
into the limelight. 

“I was on the famous episode of 
The Tube when Jools Holland used 
the F word,” said Shocked. “I had 
that brush with fame that you can 
have the first time round. I was on 
the cover of the NME, so I was sort of 
junior famous.” 

However, Shocked’s success came 
at a time when she was disputing the 
release of the album. 

She said: “They proceeded to do 
a deal with a major label in the US, 
claiming that they had contractual 
rights for the tapes which they had 
not obtained from me. It led to a lot of 
legal wrangles, but in the meantime 
the album went to the top of the UK 
independent charts. 

“By then my own US album had 
become successful, so I had a second 
round of fame when that happened. 

“It was a time when people run to 
get your autograph or queue around 
the block to get into your show. I was 
big in England, but you do have to 
have a sense of perspective. I wasn’t 
exactly King of the World.” 

Throughout her career, Shocked 
has been regarded as fiercely 


independent, having had a series of 
battles with record companies. 

She said: “I drew on my political 
values to deal with this cycle of fame. 
To the music establishment, that does 


seem fierce independence, but it was 
no more so than a group of workers 
coming together to strike. 

“I am very strong-willed. When 
they say ‘fiercely independent’, what 


they mean is ‘she can’t be bought for 
any sum of money’. ” 

Shocked has gone through a 
number of musical styles. She has 
released albums featuring blues, 
punk, gospel, folk, swing and 
bluegrass. The variety has led to 
accusations of fans not knowing 
what to expect next. 

“My view is that the music was 
already contained within me. It 
was just a question of which facet 
I wanted to reveal at the time. My 
songs come straight from the roots of 
American music.” 

You might think an artist who set 
up her own label would welcome the 
internet, which can give musicians 
more control over their work, but 
Shocked has her reservations. 

She said: “With self-publishing sites 
like YouTube, it really is a case of the 
lunatics running the asylum. People 
now bootleg artists for free and they 
don’t have the slightest idea why a 
bootleg is theft. I have had to educate 
my audience about paying for music. 

“There is only one bootleg 
video of me on YouTube. I allow it 
because it is from a political rally 
earlier this year where people in 
Madison, Wisconsin, were protesting 
against an unfair labour law being 
introduced by the Governor. 

“Most of the stuff you will see of me 
on YouTube is the quality production 
videos that I have control over.” 

The singer is involved in her own 
project, called Roadworks, to get her 
music to fans. 

She said: “It’s my effort to try to 
pioneer a new style of touring that is 
almost like subscription for fans. 

“The conventional way is that 
you go in the studio, make an album 
and then go on the road to promote 
it. Roadworks shows you don’t 
need a massive big hit to maintain 


that dialogue with fans. There is an 
audience that wants to follow you 

- they just need to hear when you are 
coming to town. That is where social¬ 
networking has become a game- 
changer. I no longer need radio 

or TV to promote me.” 

Shocked is coming to the UK in 
the 2 5 th anniversary year of the 
Camp Fire tapes being released. She 
will be playing at the East Quay in 
Whitstable later this month. 

She said: “The success of the first 
album was something I wasn’t able 
to deal with at the time. I now have 
25 years of wisdom and perspective 
to draw on. 

“I love UK audiences. They are very 
cynical but sort of innocent at the 
same time. I always say you get the 
audience you deserve.” 

What about the speculation over 
her stage name? Is it a reference to 
Electroconvulsive Therapy? 

She said: “I was arrested at a 
demonstration in 1984 in San 
Franciso. When you’re arrested, you 
have to provide a name. Because it 
was a political rally, I gave my protest 
name, which was Michelle Shocked 

- shocked by the Cold War policies of 
the Reagan administration. 

“There is this weird insistence 
that I do not know the genesis of my 
name. Later I adopted it as a stage 
name to sell records. 

“It’s the sort of name you give 
yourself as a 20-year-old going 
around with a Mohawk, but now I’m 
a 50-year-old with the same name. 
That shows real commitment. I 
must be a true believer because even 
the people in church call me Sister 
Shocked when I get up and sing. ”

Meatballs proved the answer to 
my last-minute dining dilemma 


L OOKING for somewhere to eat in 

Maidstone at 7pm on a Friday night 
is no easy task. 

After being turned away from 
a number of restaurants, my 
housemate and I had no problem 
agreeing to a half-hour wait when the already- 
busy Wildwood said they’d find us a table. 

A bit of a Tardis inside, the restaurant is 
spacious and modern while also managing to 
retain a level of intimacy. Being able to pack in 
the diners certainly worked in our favour as 
15 minutes later we were seated and sipping 
our drinks and nibbling on some olives (£2.75) 
while we chose our starters. 

I opted for the meatballs (£5.50), smothered 
in tomato sauce and topped off with melted 
cheese, which set a very high bar for the rest 
of the meal. 

My housemate chose the baked portobello 
mushrooms (£5.25). The gorgonzola cheese 
was a little strong, but the dish was very tasty, 
and we both enjoyed mopping up the sauce 
with our side of mozzarella garlic bread with 
caramelised onion (£4.85). 

For our mains we had smoked haddock 
risotto (£10.25) and baked spicy cod in tomato 
sauce (£11.95). The risotto was a beautifully 
colourful dish that was tasty (with just the

right balance of haddock and other flavours), 
but it was such a large portion that my 
housemate struggled to polish it off. 

My cod was apparently our waiter’s favourite 
dish, and it was indeed very tasty; however, 
the tomato sauce was essentially the same that 
I’d had on my meatballs, but with a large kick 
of spice thrown in. It was good, but because the 
meatballs had been so spot-on, it didn’t really 
compare and I found myself constantly diving 
into our sides of green beans (£2.85) and mixed 
salad (£3.50) as a cool counterbalance. 


Despite feeling stuffed, we were unable to say 
no when offered the dessert menu, ordering 
white chocolate cheesecake (£4.75) and sorbet 
cones (£4.25). 

The cheesecake was every bit as delightful 
as you’d expect. I would generally go for 
something a little more imaginative than sorbet 
but felt I had to order this to find out how they 
could justify charging such a high price. 

Two - small - scoops of sorbet (one lemon, 
one mango) were served in individual cones, 
balanced in champagne glasses stood on a 
large wooden platter, so I can only guess the 
price was directed at the presentation rather 
than the substance. 

Washed down with a couple of glasses of 
wine and a refreshing fresh-mint lemonade, 
and finished off with coffee, we had a pleasant 
evening of some very good food, but next time 
round I would just have the meatballs as a main 
course, and probably a starter, too - they were 
that good. 

Our final bill came to £69.80.

For those who enjoy 
watching wildlife, the 
RSPB nature reserve 
at Dungeness offers 
the opportunity to take 
in nature at its finest 
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T AKE a walk in a wildlife-watcher’s 
paradise at Dungeness RSPB 
nature reserve and learn more 
about this very wild and 
atmospheric area of Kent. 

If you haven’t been to Dungeness 
before, nothing can quite prepare you for the 
amazing landscape - one of the largest expanses 
of shingle in the world. 

The birdwatching opportunities are second to 
none and the wildlife and plantlife in the area is 
rich and varied. Whether you are a 
knowledgeable watcher or just getting started, 
there is always something to see. 

For the novice, most hides contain helpful 
charts to help you identify the birds you may 
spot. Often a scarce grebe or diver can be seen 
on site during the winter and it is one of the best 
places in the UK to see the beautiful smew. 

This short walk leads you around a series of 
hides where there is an excellent chance of 
seeing bitterns and bearded tits in winter. 


There is plenty to be seen at other times, too. 

Dungeness’s position, jutting into the English 
Channel, makes it ideally placed to watch for 
migrant birds, with wheatears, swallows, 
martins and warblers regularly seen. 

The RSPB reserve, where last year purple 
herons bred successfully in the UK for the first 
time, welcomes families - there is a range of 
activities throughout the year. It’s a great place 


for children to become ‘wildlife detectives’ and 
enjoy learning about nature. 

Nearby is Dungeness village, which seems 
more like a scattered collection of dwellings than 
a typical village; small wooden houses in the 
main, many built around old railway coaches. 

The most famous house is Prospect Cottage, 
formerly owned by the late artist and film- 
director Derek Jarman. The cottage itself is

painted black, with a poem written on one side. 

The garden, however, is the main attraction. 
Reflecting the bleak, windswept landscape of 
the peninsula, it is made of pebbles, driftwood, 
scrap metal and a few hardy plants. 

If you have some time after your walk, the 
nearby Denge sound mirrors make for a 
fascinating visit. Built between 1928 and 1930, 
the three massive concrete structures formed an 
experimental early-warning system that 
aimed to detect invading aircraft by focusing 
sound waves. 

Their different forms are evidence of their 
experimental nature; they were not particularly 
effective and were abandoned when radar 
became available.

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SLK boasts air of quality

MERCEDES-BENZ launched a game-changer by 
unveiling its SLK sports car in 1996. 

It boasted a folding hard-top since emulated 
by many other car-makers - most successfully 
by Mazda’s MX-5 CC. 

But the German prestige roadster was not 
such a big hit for driver experience. With a 
so-so chassis and the offer of auto box only, the 
SLK was written off as rather effete. 

That changed with the Mark II in 2004. 
Available with manual and auto and given 
a snout inspired by the legendary Mercedes- 
Benz SLR McLaren supercar, it looked 
neater and drove much better than its stilted 
predecessor. 

However, it faced stiff competition from 
BMW’s comparitively ugly Z4 and the 
much-lauded Porsche Boxster. 

Neverthless, good sales and robust used 
values voted it a success and the marque 
followed up earlier this year with a third- 
generation car. 

The newcomer draws the eye, though its 
heavier look moves the car away from what 
SLK stands for - it translates from German as 
sporty, light and short. 

Dealers won’t be concerned, though, since 
the new SLK appears to be drawing in buyers 
who haven’t previously shopped for the brand. 

What they get is that superb all-weather 
roof- roof-up, you really wouldn’t know you 
are in a convertible - excellent build quality 
and all the latest tech, including Airscarf heater 
ducts built into the headrests, pioneered on the 
previous SLK. 

The folding hard-top roof is also now made of 
glass and can be set to light or dark; the former 
suggests open-air motoring even when the 
elements are closed out, while blackout mode 
keeps the full heat of the sun off when parked or

when you need to travel roof-up with the air- 
con at full blast. 

Of course, you might also need the latter 
mode when travelling with a full load of 
luggage, since the folded roof has to park itself 
somewhere and that does steal some boot space 
as well as leaving a pretty narrow aperture for 
loading. 

But you forgive such practical difficulties for 
the warm feeling that washes over when you 
are driving the SLK. 

The test car was the £35,500 200 AMG Sport 
Auto AMG trimmed model, which wears 
stunning alloys, but all SLK models (from 
£29,980) come well-equipped. 

The cockpit is well-appointed and arranged 
and comes with leather seats as standard at this 
level. With roof down and side-windows up, 
plus Airscarf wafting around you, the car feels 
refined - only rain will make you want to hit 
the roof retractor/opener on the armrest. 

There is a fair bit of cockpit stowage, too, for a 


two-seater. But does it walk the talk? 

Yes and no; while the SLK feels more taut 
and robust than before, it has lost some of the 
previous car’s nimbleness. To be fair, that is 
partly due to M-B’s impressive desire to make 
its cars as green as possible, so all current SLK 
models wear the marque’s low-emission 
BlueEfficiency eco badge with pride. 

That means you can potter around in your 
181bhp 1.8-litre in Eco mode and average more 
than 40mpg, but you will want Sport mode to 
get you near the official 0-62mph in seven 
seconds. The seven-speed auto box is a nifty 
changer and you can also drive in manual mode 
via the stick shift or steering-wheel paddles. 

The level of grip is good, but the SLK’s 
steering feedback is set up more for town 
posing, while the car itself feels a bit ponderous 
with this powertrain; keen drivers will want the 
extra grunt of the 44-grand 303bhp 3.5-litre 
AMG Sport - surely an out and out performance 
flagship is in the offing, too?

World Superbike move on the agenda 
for champion Hill after final lap drama

THREE World Superbike (WSBK) teams have 
shown an interest in signing Tommy Hill for 
next season after he won the British Superbike 
Championship (BSB) in astonishing fashion at 
Brands Hatch last weekend. 

The entire season came down to the final lap 
of the last race, which saw Hill and his title ri¬ 
val John Hopkins go wheel-to-wheel around the 
Grand Prix circuit. 

The pair switched places five times in 2.6 
miles, with Beckenham-born Hill crossing the 
finish line in second place, 0.006 seconds ahead 
of Hopkins. 

Even before the victory champagne had lost 
its fizz thoughts had turned to next season. As 
champion the 26-year-old’s stock has never 
been higher and he will not be short of offers. 

While staying on to defend his title with Swan 
Yamaha is an option, Hill revealed a move up to 
World Superbikes is also on the table. 

“There are lots of phone calls, it’s all just pos¬ 
sibilities at this point, ” he said. 

“It’s always a good place to be, holding the 
number one plate. My first choice is to speak to 
Swan Yamaha, we will see what happens and 
hopefully by the end of the month it’ll be clear¬ 
er. 

“A World Superbike slot is a possibility. There 
are three teams looking to do something, two are 
new teams who are in negotiations with spon¬ 
sors for next year. 

“It’s about making the right choice and stay¬ 
ing on a winning bike for next year.” 

A move on to the world stage is a well-worn 
path for BSB champions. Fellow Kent riders Leon 
Camier, from Ashford, and Sheppey’s Shane 
Byrne secured WSBK deals in the wake of their 
title victories in 2009 and 2008 respectively. 

Although plans for next year have dominated 
Hill’s schedule this week, there has been time for 
reflection on the extraordinary events at Brands 
last Sunday.

MOTORBASE Performance have pulled off a 
masterstroke as they chase three different 
titles in the final round of the British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC) this weekend. 

Double BTCC champion James Thompson 
has been brought in for the three races at Silver- 
stone on Sunday, replacing Michael Caine in the 
team's third Ford Focus. 

The 37-year-old won the title in 2002 and 
2004 and his 36 race wins have only been 
surpassed by three men in the series' history. He 
went on to enjoy success in the World Tour¬ 
ing Car Championship (WTCC) and has most 
recently been driving in Scandinavia. 

Thompson has been drafted in to assist the 
Wrotham-based team, who compete in the 
BTCC as Airwaves Racing, attack on three 
fronts. 

Mat Jackson retains a slim chance of finishing 
the weekend as overall champion, while the in¬ 
dependents' crown is also in his sights. Airwaves 
are also in contention to win the independents' 
team title if results go their way at Silverstone. 

Team boss Dave Bartrum said: "We've got to 


support Mat and give him the best chance in the 
last three races. 

"It's not over for us in the overall points as the 
top three drivers are sure to battle with each 
other. We hope that James can jump in the 


car and get straight onto the pace of the front 
runners." 

Thompson is delighted to be given the chance. 
He said: "I'm genuinely excited to be coming 
back to compete in the finale of the champion¬ 


ship. I'm here to lend support to Mat and the 
Airwaves team in their quest for the title and 
try not to cause too much mischief out on the 
track." 

Thompson's return as part of Airwaves' 
trophy pursuit adds an extra layer of intrigue on 
an already fascinating climax to the season. Fol¬ 
lowing the penultimate round at Brands Hatch a 
fortnight ago Matt Neal Leads the way, just five 
points ahead of his Honda team-mate Gordon 
Shedden and defending champion Jason Plato. 

Jackson is a further 31 points back in fourth, 
but the two independents' prizes are well within 
the team's grasp. 

Further down the grid Dartford's Tony GiLham 
is expected to run with a turbo charged engine 
in his BMW for the first time. It was hoped to be 
installed in time for the meeting at Brands, but 
more testing was needed and he will be Looking 
to finish an eventful first season in the BTCC on 
a high.

Aggrieved Larkin fired up

A BROODING Tunbridge Wells are looking to 
take out their frustration on Woodstock Sports 
this weekend after stewing for a week on a ref¬ 
ereeing decision which cost them last Saturday.

He said: “The sense of injustice was there at 
training - we’ll use the fact that someone outside 
of the group has impacted on us dropping three 
points. We have to use that as motivation to go 
and get a win on Saturday.” 

Without any video evidence the Wells will be 
unable to successfully appeal the red card, which 
could see Clarke banned for up to five games. 

“It was just frustrating to have someone sent 
off for what was initially not even a foul,” Larkin 
said. “The ref waved play on and it was only after 
the assistant flagged that he took action. 

“You always know when a bad tackle goes

“Gary will have a lengthy ban now because 
he’s been sent off twice this season and both 
have been for fair tackles.” 

Clarke’s suspension does not kick in until later

FRESH from securing the first win 
of their league season last week¬ 
end, Tunbridge Wells visit Ayles- 
ford Bulls on Saturday looking to 
book a place in the last eight of the 
Kent Cup.

Hill sets his sights on strong 
finish at Silverstone climax 


A TOP three finish in the cham¬ 
pionship remains a possibility for 
Jake Hill heading into the final 
round of the Ginetta GT Supercup 
at Silverstone. 

The 17-year-old has shown 
impressive consistency this season 
and heads into the last two races 
fourth in the G50 class standings, 
40 points behind Jody Fannin in 
third. 

Hill comes into this weekend's 
meeting in excellent form after 
qualifying in pole position at Brands 
Hatch a fortnight ago on his way 
to two third-place finishes. It has 
given the Goudhurst racer added 
optimism heading into the finale, 
which is acting as one of the sup¬ 
port races for the British Touring 
Car Championship. 

He said: "After taking pole posi¬ 
tion at Brands I know we have the 
pace to do the same at Silverstone. 

I was fastest in testing there last 
year - so I know I can do it. 

"I have been on the podium at 
every race meeting so far this year 
- I’m the only driver to do that in my 
championship - and I’m the young¬ 
est driver out there, so with all this 
in mind I really want to finish the

Hill's 15 podiums from 25 races 
have come in spite of question 
marks over funding for most of the 
season.

Although the repairs were paid 
for, it raised doubts over whether 
he will line up on the grid this 
weekend. 

Appeals were being made this 
week to secure the last of the 
money needed to compete. 

If he was forced to pull out Hill 
would finish the season fourth in 
the championship.

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The madness 
of spending big 

NEVER assume competence. It's 
always a mistake to assume the 
people in authority know what they're 
doing in any walk of life and this is particu¬ 
larly true when it comes to non-league 
football. 

At the time of writing, less than two 
months into the season, we haven't yet 
had a "Kent club in crisis" story, but it's a 
safe bet that somewhere in the county an 
unpaid VAT bill or tax demand is ready to 
trigger a winding up order. 

The last few seasons have mined an 
especially deep seam of financial incom¬ 
petence, with barely a month going by 
without fears of a club "going to the wall", 
(wherever that is). 

Let's take the example of one promi¬ 
nent non-league club in Kent. A couple of 
seasons ago this club, who for diplomatic 
(and legal) reasons shall remain un¬ 
named, allegedly employed a manager on 
a salary of £35,000 per year. 

If that sounds excessive the same club 
were also rumoured to be employing an 
assistant manager, a youth development 
officer, a director of football and most 
spuriously of all an assistant director of 
football, all for more than the average 
wage of a UK worker. 

At a conservative estimate, this meant 
the wage bill for coaching staff ran to at 
least £100,000 per year, which combined 
with a playing budget of around £7,000 
per week, jacked their annual football 
costs up to an eye-watering £250,000. 

Gates would need to be well over 700 
before these wages were covered and 
that's before all the other running costs 
chairmen regularly bemoan were met. 

The club in question failed to challenge 
for honours and may as well have flushed 
a six-figure sum down the u-bend to save 
everyone a lot of time and effort. 

They were not alone. Hear the one 
about the Kent League club who paid a 
manager 40 grand in one season when 
they averaged less than 100 paying fans 
per game? 

There is a school of thought that says 
if someone wants to blow their money on 
wages they should be allowed to do so, 
but this is the kind of logic that let "Sir" 

Fred Goodwin reign in idiocy. 

The FA's answer was to introduce a 
rule saying any club that folded would 
have to drop down two divisions if they re¬ 
formed. It was a noble attempt to prevent 
creditors getting ripped off, but it hasn't 
worked, either as a prevention or a cure. 

The easy solution is to introduce a 
salary cap that limits playing budgets to 
a percentage of annual turnover, but it 
won't happen and in around two months 
time there'll be a mass exodus from a 
Kent club when a director suddenly realis¬ 
es his team are going to finish in mid-table 
and that he stands to lose thousands. 

Why? Because some of our football ad¬ 
ministrators are nearly as dense 
as our bankers.
